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DETAILED ACTION 
Electlon/ResMctions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1 -37, drawn to a pattern forming method forming a resist pattern, 
classified in class 29, subclass 603.15. 

II. Claims 38-40, drawn to a head suspension, classified in class 360, 
subclass 244. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product of Group II, can be made by a 
materially different process, such as one without any forming resist pattern for lift-off on 
a first film. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. If applicants elect inventions Group I, a further restriction to one of the following 
inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentabiy distinct 
species: 
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Species A, drawn to Fig. 12A-12B, claims 1-6; 

Species B, drawn to Fig. 27, claims 7-1 1 ;

Species D, drawn to Fig. 56-57, claims 22-30 and 34-36. 

The species are Independent or distinct because. 

Species A, require forming a resist pattem for lift of on a first film composed of 
one or more layers deposited on one surface side of a base. 

Species B, require dry-etching the one surface side of the base with a gas cluster 
ion beam. 

Species C, require the first film includes one of constituent layers making up the 
magneto-resistive layer. 

Species D, require dry etching the one surface side of the base with a gas cluster 
ion beam. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there are no generic claim in Group I.
